For Dreams being Incorporeaf, as departed Souls 
are, ſuch Souls have no other. way to import thei 
154 SO | Secrets. 
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Section, is the reaſon that departed Souls de ſo | 
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Fecrets, that is ſo familiar as this, except ſome: - 
few, who at the time of their Death have an 
Extraordinary Affection to their Wife or Husband 
and Children, or the like, and dye with an ear- 
neft defire of revealing ſomething to them that 
lies hid; or to manifeft their Affections to their 
Surviving Friends; and theſe ſometimes do it 
by aſſuming a Aereal Body; and fo fene to 
_ them: Strong and Violent Affeckions being the. 
chief general, and moſt uſual Caufe of the Apa- 
ritions of departed Souls. But then the Will. 
and De ſire muſt be exceeding ſtrong and power- 
ful at the departure of the Soul from the Body 
or otherwiſe it cannot cloath it feif with a Side- 
real Elemental thin Body; for the External Eye 
cannot ſee any thing but what is like it ſelf, or 
- compounded of the ſame Ele ments; and it is 
with great difficulty that any Soul can cloath it 
ſelf wich a material Body; neither indeed can it 
be done at all, if the Affectionsand Deſires be not 
wonderful ſtrong and powerful. x. 
And when a departed Sout has affamed ſuch a 
Shadow, or thin Body, it willeontinue no longer 
then Radical Moifture in the deceafed Body does. 
in. ſome degree continue; for as the. Moifture 
and Matter of the Body does wafte, ſo the Ap- 
parition orGhoſt grows weak, and at laſt yaniſhes. 
And the reaſon is, becauſe the Soul Cloath'd it 
ſelf bythe help of the matter contain'd in the Body; 
which is done by a Sympathetical Agreement be- 
_ twcenthe External and the Internal; for there 
is ſome Likeneſs or. Relicks of the Spirit remain- 
ing ia the deceaſed Body, ſo long as it continues 
mo iſt and full of matter ; for if it were not ſo, it 
were impoſſible that any Soul ſhou'd appear in 
any Body or Shape, either Humane or Beſtial. 
Por this Reaſon it was, that ſome of the Anci. 
ent Philofophers commanded the Bodies of the 
Dead to be burnt to Aſhes, which did totally de- 
roy the Humor Radicalis or Spirit of the — 
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Friends in Dreams, than toappear thus in E 


ternal Elemental Nature, thereby preventin 
ill ſuch Apparitions as we are ſpeaking of, a 
hindering Souls from Cloathing themſelves with 
thin AEreal Bodies, which they can do only by a 
Sympathetical Agreement between themſelves 
and their old Houſes, the deceaſed Bodies. 

For if the Soul departs from che Body, fill'd 
with AﬀeRions to External Things, bethey what 
chey will, then finding it diſcompos d an#.difquiet- _ 
ed, it longs after his old Body or Houſe, and by 
Simile, and help of the fluid Humours and Spi- 
rits, yet remaining in the Body, it attratts a 
ſubtle matter, in-which having veſted it ſelf, it 
becomes tooutward view Corporeal. | 

But if the Body ſhou'd be conſumed by Fire 
then the Spirit or Soul, wow'd be revented 
wholly of matter for this Sydereal Cloathing 
And therefore this way of burning the dead Bo- - 
dies, was practiſed, as in divers other Nations, 
ſo alſo in England, in former Ages; for then it 
was more frequent for departed Souls (as alſo or 
divers other ſorts of Spirits) to appear to the 


Living, than of late years, eſpecially, ſince Po- 


piſh Darkneſs afid Superſtition has been chagd 
away, by the bright Shining of the Glorious 
Goſpel, ſo freely and univerſal preached thro? this 
Nation, And therefore they confumed their 
dead Bodies with Fire, by which there wasan 
immediate and full Separation between the Body 
and Soul, and no Sim ile remain'd, and conſequent- 
ly no matter cou'd be attracted, or coagulatedfor- . 
the Formation of fach Spectres or Apparitions. 
But to return from this Digreſſion, in Which 


1 have briefly ſhewn the Nature, Cauſes, and 


manner of Souls appearing after Death, which - 


ſometimes happens where the Aﬀ-Rions are ex- 
_ ceeding ſtrong and violent, as I have ſaid before,  * 


It is far eaſier, and more familiar for the deceaſed 
Souls to communicate their Secrets to their livi 
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ternal Forms, by.cloathing themſelves with thin 
Elemental Bodies: For Men in Dreams are 
- nearer to the Condition of Departed Souls, than 
hen awake; and therefore they can with eaſe 
and great familiarity diſcourſe and reveal their 
Minds to them; more 8 if there were 
any Simile between their Spirits, or if there was 
2 hearty Love and Affection between ther: 
whilſt they liv'd : For all the time the Body 
{leepeth, it is as it were dead, and ten hours is 
Hut as one minute; but the Spirit and Soul liveth 
and acts, and ſees and apprehends things as if it 
had not any Earthly Body, but were already in 
Eternity; for near and afar off, is all alike. unto 
it; it can eaſily viſit remote Countries and 
Regions beyond the Equinoctial or Tropicks as a 
Man's own Houſe or Garden: It can ſink it 
ſelf into the deepeſt of Depths, and alſo ſoar 
Alofc,; and range thro? all the Cæleſtial Spheres, 
Now the Etherial Spirits of Men being thus vo- 
_ "+ 4atile and buſy, when the Outward Body or Sen. 
les are dead, or (Which is all one for the time) 
alleepz the Liamaterial Beings, or ſeparated: Souls, 
being of an homogenial Nature, and like State, 
Can eaſily hold communication there with, by ſucl 
means as are proper for the intercourſe of ſuch 
Spirituous Eſſences; eſpecially, it before the

Agreement and Compact between the Souls of 
Men and evil Angels by way of Imagination and 
Deſires in the very Center of their Lives; which 
very few Perſons are ſenſible of, altho? ſubject 
unto 3 and that's the reaſon that they cannot 
comprehend from whence thoſe Multitudes of 
evil Suggeſtions, Deſires, and vain Imaginations 
wherewith they find themſelves incumbred, do 
proceed: For whoſeever ſuffers his Will, anck 
ſtrong Deſires to enter into the fierce or envious 
Original Spirit or Property, has Unity with, ank 
becomes a Companion of all evil Angels and Spi- 
rits, whence do proceed thoſe wonderful Troo 
and Numberleſs Swarms of vain Thoughts, Lma.. 
ginations, Deſires, Words and Actions, being the 
very DiQates of Devils SEPSIS” 

And from the ſame black Stygian Fo ta loes 
ariſe that wonderful Subtilty and Cunnigy, and 

thoſe ſtrange Unimaginable Inventions” of Evil 
Words, Acts and vain -Plays, ſo various, that a 
ſober Man wou'd think it impoſſible for Men to be 
ſo ſtrong, ready, and cunning, in the doing of 
Evil: And hence it is, that the Old deceiving 
Serpent, is ſaid to have been more ſubtle than 
any | Beaſt of the Field, Gen. iii. 1. And our bleſ- 
ſed Lord-Chrift tells us, That the Children of this 
World (that is, the Children ofthe Wicked one. i e. 
the Devil) are wiſer (or more crafty and full of 
Inventions) in Ibeir Generation, than the Children of 
Light : For which reaſon the Apoſtles St. Paul 
laid to Elimas the Sorcerer, 0, tbou full of al 


Subtilty, and all Mif chief, tho Child of the Devil, 
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50 Nocturnal Revels: Or, 
and Ene my of all Righteouſneſs, Acts. xiii, 10. For 
das Man is various in his Centra! Ground, as to 
Inclinations, Diſpoſitions, Love, Hate, and the 
like; ſo various alſo are the evil Angels and 
Spirits; whence we read. their Name is ſaid to 
be Legion, becauſe they are many. So that what- 
ſoever a Man inclines to, whether it be good or 
evil, there is preſently a Spirit or Angel of the 
lame Property, ready to Execute, or put into 
Practice, ſuch his Inclinations, and to incline and c- 
urge him forward therein. 
But theſe are ſome of thoſe fublime matters 
that are underftood, or at leaſt are conſidered, 
but by a very few. And therefore all Men wou'd 
do well ſeriouſly to punder in their Minds from 
what Fountain, Principle and Ground, that great 
variety of dark, vain and evil Thoughts, their 
Imaginations, Words, and Actions do proceed; 
of which I ſhall inſtance fome few, for Examples 
fake : As firſt in Chilhood, to wiſh to be Kings 
and Emperonrs, to have brave Houſes, coſtly 
Furniture, gay Cloaths, and think that .who- 
aper meets one does, or at leaſt ought-to, admire 
afl As for his golden Trappings; to deſire to live 
"idly, kr: ;Mpend all ones time in eating, 'd1inking, 
ſleeping, and playing. And as People attain 
to maturer years, to wiſh and deſire a great deal 
of Mogey and Liberty, to have variety of Women, 
to exceed all others in evil MiſchievousgArts and 
Siences, te hurt, kill and murder all ſuch as ſhall 
. offend them; for a Man ſecretly to wiſh his Wife 
dead, that he might have another with more 
Money; to contrive how to circumvent another 
nin a bargain, or defraud him of his Inheritance 
or Right, by Colour of Law, and then to boadt of 
our Wit and Cunning in doing it For a Man to 
. defizn himfelf an Univerfal Empire, or the Go- 
vernment of the whole World, as ſome Princes 
have done, and ſacrific'd millions of Mens Lives 
to that Conceit. Theſe aud the like ſtrange * 
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and moſt abominable Thoughts, Imaginations and 


Deſires bubble up in, and have poſſeſſion of moſt 


Mens Minds, even to the Day of their Death; 
which do all ariſe and proceed from the Poyſonous 
Root, by the Promptings, Inſtigations andInje&iong 
of the evil Genii, which are like Swarms of Bees 
in and about a Man, if he ſuffer his Will and 
Deſires to enter into their Principle and Proper- 


ty, which is to do Evil, and only Evil, and that 


continually. - "2 
But there are others, that have their deſires 
not ſo farengag'd upon Notorious Wicked Ob- 
jects, but rather amuſe themielves with Vanities 
and things which they fancy to be Innocent and 
Indifferent; ſuch as, An over care of being well 
ſpoken of in the World, and therefore ſtudying 
Complements and Civilities to procure Eſteem ; 
e ps with fine Buildings, and de- 
licate Walks and curious Gardens doating on a 
brave Horſe, or a Dog, or placing all their Af- 


fections, Delight and Joy, in ſom̃e one particu- 


lar Child. 


Now when any one doth inordinately take 


jeaſure in ſuch things, they will continually be 
ncouraged and promoted forward by Evil Angels 
and Genii of a Middle Nature, that are endued 
both with che Property of the Inward and Out- 
ard Principles, having as it were an Equal 
ture of both, which diligently. attend the 


ple, encouraging and making them ſtrong and 


£0 about to do an Action that in it ſelf is good, 
hey ſuggeſt ſomething that may ſpoil it by its 
ircumſtances; as when they give an Alms, they 
ickle themſelves with a Conceit of Glory; ang 
0 they do it not for God's ſake, who has com-

And as the Evil Genii is on afl occaſtons ready 
to inject evil Thoughts and Imaginations into us, 
both Sleeping and Waking; ſo on the contrary, 
the good Angels are no leſs ready and diligent to 
attend on all thoſe who are foberly and-innocently' 
Anclin'd, and to dictate to them Virtuous Thing; 
and Ways; and do mightily ſtrive for, and defend 
all the Children of Vertue and Piety, againſt the 
Aſſaults and Stratagems of evil Angels, not only 
n an incerporeal way, but alſo outwardly in the 
Body, preſer ving them from many Dangers 
which they had otherwiſe fallen into. 
And here it is worthy of our Obſervation, that 
there ſometimes ariſes great Tempeſts and Trou- 
bles in the Souls and Minds of Men, thro? the 
. contending of the Good and Evil Angels, fo 
the Superiority or Government; whence do pro. 
cCeed thoſe ſtrange and otherwiſe unaccountad!: 
variety of Dreams and Nocturnal Repreſentati 
ons, both good and evil; and as hisDreams are 
when aſleep, ſo are his Apprehenſions and Im: 
ginations when awake; ſo that ſometimes, when 
a Man has thro' the influence of an evil Ge 
nius or Angel, concluded to do an evil Action 
the good Genius or Angel comes in, and inter 
poſes with a Powerful Ad moniſhment, tho witi 
a gentle, ſoft, and ſtill voice, ſaying, Do not thi 
evil thing; and this many rimes prevents yer] 
great Outrages,and deſigned Miſchiefs from bos 
executed: For all Men that are not wholly aban 
don'd to the Powers of Wickedneſs, and ſealct 
up to Deſtruction, when they incline or attempt 
to commit Evil, do find ſome Checks, or Relud 
ances in their own Breaſts, and experience tit 
effects of a ſtrugling Counter-ballancing in theit 
Souls, between the Good and Evil Angels; at 
whichſoever of the Two, the Will gives up it 5 
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Thus ſometimes a Man (even when he's going ; 
about his lawful 'Occations) ſhall have moſt ſtrange 
and wicked thoughts injected and darted into 
his Mind, without any Premeditation, Con- 
ſideration, or ſenſible Otcaſion and then pre- 
ſently he ſhall have an oppoſite Thought ſudder® 
is darted in from a good Angel, which doss both 
moderate, .allay, Oy puta ſtop to the Evil One. 
And thus a Multitude of Dreams, and ftrange 
Iwaginations, very ſurprizing, attend Mankind, 
by the Dictates, Gleams, Rays, and Influences 
of theſe Genii, or Spirits, which are of wonderful. 
Conſideration and Moment. 

And tho' theſe reſtleſs Spirits are never idle, 
dut are always buſie, yet then have they the moſt 
fir Opportunity for the Accompliſhing of their 
Miichi2zvous:Defigns, when Men give upthem- 
ſelves to any Intemperance or Diſorder; ſuch as 
Paſſion, Drunkenneſs, Gluttony, Swearing, Ly- 
ing, Cheating, Envy, D=bauchery, Violence, Op- 
preſſion, and ſuch like, . Then it is that they have 
commonly Impure and Filthy Dreams; and 1o 
may he properly faid to be thoſe Fiitny Dreamers 


which St. Fude tells usdefile the Fleſh; noting, 


dy 
as a Learned Author tells us, Nocturnal Poluti- 


ons, thro' the filthy Workings of Mens Miads, 
in the time of their Night-Slee ps. But of thoſe . 

I ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak more particularly 
ia another Ssction. In the mean time this, is 
certain, that from the impure Fountain which 


Men awaken, by. their Intemperance and Unlean- 


neſs, do proceed a Multitude of vain Dreams and 
lying Viſions; For according as the more Cen- 
tral Parts are awakened, and ſuitable to that 
Principle that governs inthe Lifa's-Spirit, ſuch are 


the Dreams. 


Tho? it muſt be here underſtood that no Mans 
Dream is wholly and altogether Evil and vain, 
for that cannot be, except Men were meer D2vils, . 


which alſo cannot be, ſo long as ws live in the 


3 * Humane 
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Humane Nature ; for a Mans Fall was not like 
the Fall of the evil Angels; for they fell into the 
dark Abyſs, and therefore there was for them no 
help nor recovery; but on the contrary Man fell 
into the Knowledge of Good and Evil, and ſo was 
not left deſtitute or uncapable of the Bleſſing, or 
Regenerating Seed of the Woman; for there -, .u 
centrally dwell-in the humane Nature that which 
the wiſe Man calls, The Voice of Wiſdom, that 
continually calls Man to Repentance, and re- 
proves him for his Evil Ways: Which is the Ge. 
nius Optimus, the Soul of the Soul, and the Eye 
of the Mind; and unto this holy Principle and 

Friendly Fountain, the dictates and voice of all 

good Angels and Spirits do concur; it being a 

| | ny part of their Work and Buſineſs, to aſſiſt 

Man, and preſerve him from the inward incur- 
ſions of the Multitude of Malignant Spirits. 

And as Mens Thoughts, Imaginations, Words, 
and Works are mixed, ve, Gocd and Evil, but 
generally the Evil does much over-ballance the 
Geod the very fame is to be underftood of their 

Dreams and Night-Fiſions, or Notturnal Revels; 
from whence it comes to paſs, that the far great- 
er part of Mens Preams proving ſo falſe, frivolous, 
vain, and impertinent, they are become infamous, 
and a Reproach is unjſtly brought upon Dreams 
in general; whereas indeed the fault is in them- 
ſelves that their Dreams are no more certain; for 
how ſhou'd the Streams afford pure Water, if the 
Feuntain be defiled? So how ſhou'd any have de- 
lightful and pleaſurable Preams, When their Lives 
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are Vicious, and Anger, Wrath, Paſhon, and 
Vnclzanneſs, has the chizf Dominion in their 

Hearts? Or who can hope for friendly Viit:, - 
and communications of good Angels, when hoth 
Soul and Spirit are captivated in Evil, and hve 
Las it were in another Country, which is as oppo- 
tite to that wherein good Angels delight, as Light 
is to Darkneſs, or the Zenith to the Nadir; an- 
nel“ 
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therefore they cannot come there, for Angels 
and Genii have a Power only over their own 
Principles; and Mankind cannot draw near, nor 
have any Communication-With them, nor they 
with himzunleſs he immerſeth his Will and Defires 
into their Principle. | 1

Have already demonſtrated that during the 
time of Bodily Sleep, the Soul is as it were 
already ſeparated and in Eternity, ſo that both 
Joy and Sorrow are Eſſential to it, and the Soul 


does really enjoy either Pleaſure, or Pain, if 


Pa in may be ſaid to be an Enjoyment: For which 
reaſon both good and evil Angels can moſt eaſily 
communicate with the Souls of Men in Sleep, or 
then the Soul. is neareſt to their Being, and 
there is a great Affinity between them. Buc when - 
the Body is awake, and all its Sally-Ports of the 
Senſes wide open, to let in Outward Material 
Objects, the Soul is cloathed with a dark earthly 
ſenſual Vertue, which does as it were wholly- 
captivate and chain this Incorporeal Eſſence. And 
as thoſe Nocturnal Communicatiens which hap- 
pen to the Soul in Nreams and V ifions, ſeem as 
nothing to the Body and Senſes after Waking, 
(which is a great, tho' not a good Reaſon why 
ſo many flight their Dreams) ſo what is tranflated 

: 1 thro 
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thro' the Senſes, or in the Outward Material 
World, is nothing to the Soul in Dreams; but 
the Beggar has as lofty Repreſentations as the 
King; and the poor Captive as free Enjoy ments 
as his Judge: Therefore we ſhou'd conſider the 


"raft difference between the Internal and External 


Principles, and their reſpective Inhabitarz; ; 
and that the External Eye can only ſee into its 
own Birth or Original; that is, into theThings 
and Light of this Material World, as res 


. ceiving its Light from thence 3 for nothing can 
tee further than its own Principle from whence it 


proceeded. 

For this Cauſe no mortal Man can ſee and com- 
municate with Angels and Spirits by fight, and 
under the perfect exerciſe of their outward Sen- 
ſes; therefore when the holy Prophets and Pa- 
triarchs of old, received Viſions, and the good 
Angels and Spirits communicated their Secrets 
unto them, it was alſo in Dreams, Extaſiet or Rap- 
tures; not knowing (as the Apoſtle ſaith 2 Cor. xil.) 
whether they were in, or out of the Body; 


and therefore the Prophet Daniel ſaith, That in 


his Viſions that he ſaw, be had not the Strength 
of 42 Mau, Dan. X. 8. That IS, his Senſes, and 


natural Underſtanding, was, during the time of 


the Viſion, weak, dead, or as it were aſleep, 


and did not ſee or know any more of the Myſtery 


or Divine fight, than Men do of their common 


Nocturnal Viſions, which are as nothing to the 
Body and Senſes: For every Eye fees into its own 
Radix, that of the Body into the Principle of 


this World, as being generated from the Light 
thereof, and being it ſelf Corporeal, fees and ap- 
prehends all Corporeal things; but the Eye of 
the Mind and Sou! is Incorporeal, and for that 


- reaſon it can both apprehend and comprehend 


Incorporealand Spiritual Things; eſpecially when 
it ſhakes off; and as it were quits it ſelf-of the 


Chains and heavy Fetters of its Earthly Taber- 


nacle, 


ja! nacle, and the ſenſual Facukies of the External 
ut Pal pability, as it does in Viſions and in Dreams:

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neſs. Now all theſe variety of Nocturnal Repre- 
ſentat ions or Dreams, proceed from the variety 
of each Mans Genius or Angel, and are true or 
falſe, according to the Nature of the Genii, and 
the Vertuous or Vicious Lives of the Perſons to 
whom they are made. 5 
And here, once for all, let me addreſs my ſelf 
to all thoſe that are very willing to have their 
Spirits regal'd, in their Nocturnal Slumbers, with 
Pleaſant, ſignificant and delightful Dreams; and 
in a few words to inform them, That there is no 
better, nor indeed ne other way for them to ac- 
compliſh their deſires, than by living in the dai- 
ly Exerciſe of Temperance, Clæanneſs, Modera- 
tion, and Vertue: For it is a certain Truth, That 
thoſe Men have been the moſt famous, for having 
Dreams of their own, that have been weighty ard 
ſignificant, and alſo for interpreting the Dreams 
of others; Witneſs, Facob, Foſeph, Daniel, and 
divers others, (as I ſhall have occaſion to diſcourſe 
more at large in another Section) who were 
alt pious, chaſte, temperate 3 and holy Per- 
ſons. Nor from the reaſon of the thing, can it 
be otherwiſe : For ſeeing (as I have ſhew'd at 
large) that our Dreams, in a great meaſure, pro- 
ceed from the Influence and Communications of 
the good or evil Genii, or Angels, can we think 
that the good Angels will have any Communicati- 
ons with thoſe that are drench'd in Luft and Sen- 
ſuality, like a Swine in the Mire ? It is not rea- 
ſonable to think that the Intellectual Faculties of 
the Soul, will be clonded and invellop'd with 
Darkneſs, thro' theSteams that ariſe from an Im- 
pure Body ? And what can flow from thence,but 
filthy and impure Dreams? And ſuch are uſually 
ſtir'd up by the Wrathful Principle, or evil Genii; 
.whoare always forward to encourage the Devotees 
of Vice to thoſe Impurities that in te end will 
ingulph both Soul and Body in inevitable Ruine 
ndnd Deſtruction. Whereas on the contrary, Chaſti- 
. : ä | — oy 
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ty,  Sobriety, .Temperance, and Cleanneſs at- 
tracts the good Genii, to the Sou!, and wonder- 
fully pre pares Men for, and renders them capa- 
ble of receiving true and inſtructive Dreams. 
And therefore all that would be worthy of this 
fublime Knowledge and Gift of true Dreams, 
muſt keep a pure undiſturbed, and undiſquite 
Spirit and Imagination; to do which, they muſt 
endeavour to attain to External as well as Internal 
Purity; and to be free not only from Wrath and- 
Violence, but alſo from all Uncleannefs of Body; 
even in Meats and Drinks; for atemperate aud 
clean Body, is the way to have a compoled and: 
unclouded Spirit, which is like a clear Glats, or 
calmlimped Spring of Water, wherein you may 
behold the true Images of things; but if the-. 
Water be troubled, ſtirr'd, or agitated, then you 
perceive nothing but-confufed Figures: So the 
Spirit being diſcompoſed, apprehends nothing 
as it ought to do: but as long as it continucs . 
terene and tranquil, it lets in the true light.

Seeing then True or Prophetical Dreams are 
a kind of Revelation of Divine Power unto the 
Soul, and that this Sublime ftate of the Mind, is 
either much advanc'd or depreſsd by Temperance 
or Intemperance, Vertue or Vice, it follows that 
the firſt Step to true Wiſdom is the fear of the 
Lord, which teaches all Men Sobriety, Temper- 
ance and Cleanneſs; therefore all ſuch as are 
deſirous to receive true and profitable Dreams, 
ought to be chaftly and devontly diſpoſed, and 
in an eſpeciall manner to obſerve cleanneſs in 
Meats and Drinks, and not to overcharge the 
Body with too great a quantity; for that will 
ſtrangely dull and becloud all the Intellectual 
Powers of Nature, ſo that the Soul can neither 
communicate with good Angels, or Separated 
Spirits, nor of her ſelf ſee or penetrate into 
any Czleftial thing. . | 
I have before noted that every Perſon is endu- 
ed Radically with the two grand Fountains or 
Principles of Good and Evil, which every one in 
the World is more or leſs ſenſible of, by their in- 
ward Operations, and that continual ftrife and 
open War there is between them in the Center 
of the Soul: And from thence every Man comes 
to have two Genii or Spirits that always attend 
him; viz. One good, which anſwers to the good 
Friendly Principle of Light and Love; the other 
evil, referring to the Dark Principle of Wrath; 
which two continually and fiercely contend for 
Victory, and oftentimes cauſe great Trouble and 
Perplexity in the Soul: But when the good o ver- 
comes, then there is Joy, Concord, and Pleaſure, 
or an intire Satisfaction of Mind. But beſides theſe 
two, there are great Numbers of Elemental Spi- 
\Tits, which are of à. middle Nature; 1 8 
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which do dart and gleam into ſome Perſons, vhoſe 


Underſtandings are not exalted above their Prin- 
ciples or Elements; Theſe only buſie themſelves 
in fooliſh unlucky ridiculous Pranks, and doing 
of petty Miſchiefs; whereby they often premote 
idle Jeſting, vain Laughter, wanton Love-fto- 
ries,, and the like; but they generally attend 
thoſe People that have a poor low beggarly Geni- 
us, whoſe Urnderftandings are very little elevated 


above Brutes, For this infantry of Spirits, as I 


may call em, or lower graduated Spectrums, 


have no communication either with Men of Ver- 


tue or Prudence; nor yet with thoſe that are ex- 
alted in the higheſt degrees of Evil: For theſe 
Temures, or Hobgoblings, or Terreftrial or 
Watry Spirits, as they chiefly inhabit Woods, 


Mountains, or unfrequented Vallzys, Rivers, 


and Lakes, ſo they come nearer to the nature of 
ſome ſorts of Beaſts, than of Man, unleſs of fuch 
Men only who have baſe low beaſtial Complexi- 
ons, for with ſuch they have a Simile, Of this ſort 
the Prophet ſaiab ſeems to ſpeak, Chap. xiii. 21. 
Where he mentions Ziim, and 06, and lim, and 
the Satyrs, which ſhould dance in the Ruines of 
Babylon ; who are unclean ſorts of inferiour Spi- 
rits, and their Converſation does ill become the 
Noble Race of Mankind. |

Ow much Dreams were eſteemed by the 
Prophets and holy Men of Old, the Sacred 
Pages do abundantly teſtify); the ever: bleſſed 
| 5 8 Creator 
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Creator frequently ſends his Angels, (thoſe glo- 
rious Miniftring Spirits, to reveal to. the Sons 
of Wiſdom his Divine good Pleaſure; ſometimes 
to admonith them of things to come, at other 
times to direct them in their. Duty, and ſometimes 
to avoid thoſe Dangers which they were likely 
to fall into, and to prevent the evils that Men 
threatned them with. 8 
It was doubtleſe this way that God firſt appear - 
ed to the Great Abraham, bidding him get out 
of his Country, and from his Kindred, and from 
bis Father's Houſe, unto the Land that he wou'd 
ſhew him 3 and Abraham readily obeyed the Di- 
vine Viſion. It was thus that God appeared 
to Abi melech, in a Dream by Night; and laid to- 
him, Thou art but a dead Man, for the Woman 
- which thou haſt taken, for ſhe is a Mans Wife.----Now | 
therefore reſtore the Man bis Wife : Now this An- 
gelical Admonition and Reproof, was of gygat 
Uſe and Service to Abimelecb, who by this means . 
- repented of his Evil, which otherwiſe he would 
have ignorantly committed, and ſav'd himſclf 
and his People from thoſe impending Judgynents | 
which God had threatned, Ve e 
When poor Facob was, as it were baniſl'd from 
his Fathers Houſe, to avoid the Effects of his 
enraged Brothers inplacable Malice, who had de- 
ſign'd to kill him, he came to 2 Place call'd Zuz, 
and there he took up his Melancholy Lodging; 
having nothing but the Earth for his Bed, a Stone 
for his Pillow, and the Heavens for his Canopy: 
(which was but an indifferent Entertainment for 
the Heir of Iſaac) And yet this was perhaps the 
beſt Lodging that ever Facob had; for while he 
- Slept ſecurely, and heartily, being wearied wich 
the Fatigue of his Journey, he had a glorious Di- 
vine Dieam, and communication not only with ths 
bleſſed Angels, but with the God of Angels alſo: 
For he Dreamed, and behold a Ladder fet upon ihe 
Earth, and the Top of it reached to Heaven; and be- 
EI ade wail 
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Fold, the Angels of God, aſcending and de ſcending 9 
it : And be hold, the Lord ſtood above it, aud ſaid, 
am the God of Abraham thy Father, ani the God 
of Iſaac: The Land whereon thou lieft, to thee mill | 
I give it, and to thy S2ed-: Aud thy Seed ſhall be as 
the Duſt of the Earth, and thou ſhalt ſpread abroad io 
the Weſt, and to the Eaſt, and to tbe North, and to 
the South, and in thee, and in thy Seed, fhall all the — 
Families of the Earth be bleſſed, And beholl, I am ' 
with thee, and will keep thee in all places whither thou | 
goeſt, and will bring thee again into this Land : for 
7 will not leave thee, until I have done that which 7 
have ſpoken to thee of. This was a Glorious and 
Encouraging Dream to Fecob, and filPd his Soul 
with holy and awfull Thoughts of God: For altho? _» 
all this was tranſacted while Faceb was afleep, | 
yet he was ſenſible of what had paſs'd when he was 
awake: For we find when Jacob awaled cut of 
tis Sleep, he ſaid, Surely the Lord is in this place, 
and I knew it not: And he was afraid, and ſaid, How 
dreadful is this place! This is none other but the 
Houſe of God, and this is the Gate of Heaven, And 
now let us ſze the effect of this bleſſed Dream 
upon good acob. And Facoh arsſe early in the 
Morning, and too the Stone that he had put for his. 
Pillow, and ſet it up for a Pillar, and poured Ol upon 
the top of it. And he called the Name of that place 
: Bethel (that is, the Houſe of God) And Facob vowed 
os a vow, ſaying, If Ged will be with me, and will” 
: keep me in this way which I goe, and will give me 
Bread to eat, and Raiment io put on, ſo that I come 
to my Fathers Houſe agaiu, then ſnail the Lord be my 
God. This was the bleſſed effect of ꝓacob's Dream; 
He was fill'd with Awful Apprehenſions of the- 
Divine Majeſty, ſet up a Pillar in reſemblance 
5 of this Memmorable Dream, and made a (olema 
: Vow that the Lord ſhou'd be his God. And this 
Dream, made ſo deep an Impreſſion upon the 
i Mind of Fæcob, that God, who appeared many. 
= Years afterwards to him, when heſerv'd his Uncle 
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Laban, and bid him return back to the Land of 
his Fathers) uſes this as a Motive, I am the God of 

Bethel, (the place where he had this remarkable 
Dream) where thou anointedſt the Pillar, and where 
thou vowedſt a vom unto me. And the Promiſes that 
God made him in this Dream, were moſt remark- . 
ably accompliſhed, in every Iota of them; for 
God brought him back again to Jaac his Father, 
having ficft reconciFd-his Brother Eſau to him, 
ſo thatFcob and Eſau were at their Father's Fune- „; 
ral; and the Secd of Facob poſſefſed the whole 
Land of Canaan (in which Jacob dreamed) for 
many hundred years afterwards. 

And here, before I leave this remarkable 
Dream, I cannot but take notice of the Divine 
Nocturnal Repreſentation that he had therein: 
He dreamed, and behold 2 Ladder ſet upon the Earth, 
and the Typ of it reached io Heaven, and the Angels 
of the Lord aſcending and deſcending upon it, &c. 

This Repreſentation that was made to Facob in 
his Sleep, ſh-ws that God communicates hi: Mind 
and Will to us in Dreams, by the Miniſtry of 
the holy Angels; and the Ladder which was ſet 
upon tae Earth, with the Top of it reaching to 
Heaven, and the Lord's being above it, ſhews, 

that the holy Angels have their Commiſhon from 

Heaven to miniſter to us, while our -Earthly 
Senſes are lock d up in Sleep. And that Dreams 
was one of the principal Ways by which God 
made known his Will to his People of Old, W 8e 
may learn from 1 Sam. xxxviii. 6 And when 

Saul enquired of the Lord, the Lord anſwered him 
not, neither by Dreams, ner by Urimy nor by Pro- 
phers, Which being the three uſual ways by 

Which the Lord anſwered his People, and not 

- anſwering King Saul by any of theſe, he deſpair- - 

ed of being anſwered by God at all; and fo ſought 
out a Witch, that he might enquire of the Devil, 

And accordingly, when the Witch of Endor rail - 
ed up an old Man covered with a Mantle, waich 
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he took to be Samuel, King Saul-complained to 
him, that he was in great diſtreſ and that God was 


| departed from bim, and anſwered him no more, 


neither by Prophets nor by Dreams. And indeed it 


vas no wonder that God anſwered him nat by 


Prophets nor by Dreams,when he had eftranged 
himſelf from God, by his Sins and Rebellions 
But to proceed, Tho this extraordinary Dream 


of Facob's, was the firſt in which: God ſo emi- 


nently appeared to him, yet it was not the laſt; 
for he had many eminent Viſits from God after- 


ward in the ſame way and manner, to wit, by 


Dreams; which I ſhall but mention, and. ſo go 
on to others. In Gen. xxxi. 10. Facob tells his 
Wives, that it was God (who ſaw how Laban 
oppreſs'd him) that directed him to take the 


ſpeckled and the ring-ſtreaked Cattel for his Wa- 


ges, and that he ſaw, in a Dream, the Rams 


that were ring-ftraked and ſpeckled, lea ped up- 


on the Cattle; and that he had alſo appeared in 
a Dream to him, and bid him to return again to 
his Father's Houſe; which he accordingly de- 
ſign'd to do, 2, ; 5 

But ꝓacob knew the temper. of. Laban (his Un- 
cle and Father - in- law) fo well, that ffould lie 


Have acquainted him with his deſign, he wou'd 

either have ſought to prevent him, or have took 
away moſt of what he had from him; and there- 

fore he departed from him withcut taking his 


leave of him, and was gone three days Journey 
before Laban knew it z who being deſperately 


_ enrag'd thereat, purſued after him with the 


greateſt fury imaginable; But the Night before 


Laban came to him, God appeared to Labar in a 


Dream, and charged him to take heed that he 


ſpake not to Facob either good or bad; that is, 
that he ſhoy'd let him depart ſafely, and do him 
na hurt; which divine. Dream did fo over-awe: 
the Spirit of Laban, that he acknowleged, tho it 


— 
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was in the Power of his Hand, (and no doubt in 
his Heart too) tado him hurt, yet becauſe God 
> had rebuked him for it, he cou'd do nothing. 
See here the benefit that bath Laban and Faceb 
received by this divine Dream; the one be- 
ng hindered from doing, and the other kept 
from receiving hurt thereby: For TLaban having 
made a Covenant with Facoh, kiſſed his Children, 
and departed in Peace. | NY 
Foſeph, the eldeft. Son of Facob by his beloved 
ite Rachel, was (in his Infancy almoſt) very re- 
markable for his own Dreams, by which he re- 
ceiv'd an early intimation of his future Advance- 
ment. Gen. XxXViie 6, 7, 8, 9: Which tho it 
then ſerv'd only to raiſe and augment his Bre- 
thren's Hatred towards him, yet did they after- 
wards receive a moſt remarkable :Accompliſh- 
ment; and which is moſt remarkable, his very 
Dreams, and the Skill he had in the interpreta- 
tion of Dreams, was the Occaſion of it. For his 
Dreams made his Br=thren to hate him, and their 
Hatred made them ſell him to. the Iſomaelitiſb 
13 Merchants, who ſold him into Egept, where he 
1 a met with extraordinary Advanceſnent. 
1 | But to be a little more particular in his Inter- 
1 pretation of the Dreams of King Pharaoh's chief 
Butler and Baker, it will be nec-tfary to premiſe, 
That Foſepb being ſold to the Midtznites by his 
Brethren, he was by.the HAidianites ſold to one of 
Pharaoh's Officers, that is, to Potipbar the Cap- 
tain of his Guards, by whom he was intruffed 
with the Over-ſight of his Houſe; During which 
time his Miſtreſs caſt:her luſtful Eyes upon him; 
which whenZoſeph was unwilling to take notice of, 
ſhe became ſo impudent, as to ask him in plain 
terms to lie with her; which he refuſed with that 
Nobleneſs of Spirit which ought to be a Pattern 
to all ſucceeding Ages, ſaying. to her, Hom can 
1. do this great Wickedneſs and Sin againſt God? 
Que vou'd have thought ſuch.a Reproot ns 
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have been enough to have quench'd the Fire of. 
her Luft; but it prov'd ſo far from that, it ra- 
ther enflam'd it; For ene day as he was about 
his Buſineſs in the abſence of the Servants, ſhe 
caught hold of his Garment, as if ſhe would have 
forc'd him to lie with her; but he, to avoid the. 
further Importunity of her brutiſh Luft, left 
his Garment in her Hands and got away.. The: 
luſtful Dady being now without all hopes of ſatiſ- 
fying her unclean Deſires, converts her former® 
kindneſs for him; into the extreameft | hatred 5. 
and to gratifie her Revenge, tho ſhe cau'd not 
her Luft, accuſes him to his Mafter as tho he. 

 wou'd have raviſh'd her, and produces his Gar- 
ment as an Evidence of the truth of what ſhe ſaid- 
It was in vain for Foſeph to afirm his own Inno- 
cence, his Miſtreſs wou'd be ſure to be beliey'd 
before him; for her fair Story being firſt heard, 
hisWrath was kindled agiinſt#:/ep%, whom he com- 
mitted to the King's Priſon; and as he was an In- 
nocent Man, notwichTanding his Miftreſss unjuſt 
Accuſation, io God was with Fojepb in the Priſon, 
and gave him favour in the Eyes of his Keeper, who 
put a gr-atd-al of Confidence in him, and gave 
him as much liberty as the Priſon cou'd afford. 

During ꝓoſep's Cv fin ment in the King's Pri- 
fon, the King being diſp}-3s'd with his chief But- 
ler and chi:f Baker, committed them both to 
Priſon; and white they were there, #9/zph was 
appointed by his Keeper to look after them; and 
to ferve them with what thev had occaſion for. 
After they had been there ſome time, they both 
dreamed a Dream in one Might; which Dreams, 
ecauſe they knew not what they might portend, * 
made them very uneaſy ; infomuch that when 
| Foſeph came to them the next Morning to ſee 
| what they wanted, he found them very much de- 
ected and caſt down, which made him ask them 
| what the matter was, which made them ſo ſad, 
| beyond what they us'd to be? And thereupon

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they told bim that they had each of them dream- 
ed a Dream, and they knew not how to inter- 


pret it. ꝓoſepb having heard the cauſe of their

Caſe, and preſently tell *em). That all Dreams 
are but Vamities and idle Fancies, and bid them 


never regard them, for that they ſignify nothing, 


and therefore they need never trouble their 
Heads about their Interpretation: No, Foſeph 
under ſtood the nature of Dreams better than fo 
and therefore on the contrary, ſaid to them, Do 


not Interpretations belong io God? Tell me.

Foſepb's deſire, they did, the Butler beginning 


firſt in this manner.

from off thee, and jhall hang thee on @ Tree, andthe © 


Birds ſhall eat thy Fleſh from of thee. 


I know not what the Butler or the Baker 

thought of the different Interpretations of their 
Dreams; but three days time gave them both a 
better Idea of the truth of what Foſeph had told 
em: For Pharaob's Birth-day being three days 
after, and Pharaoh on that Day making a great 
Feaſt to all his Servants, he then re or'd . 
the chief Butler to his Place; but cauſed the 
Baker te be hanged, as Foſeph_ had before in- 
terpreted, And yet ſo ingrateful was the chief 
Butler, that notwithſtanding all ' his Promiles 
when he was in Priſon, he remembered not o- 
ſeph whom he had left there in Priſon, but ut- 
terly forgot him. 

But tho? the Butler forgot Foſeph, yet God 
remembred him; and after he had lain there 
even till the Irons had almoſt entred into his Soul; 
two years having paſſed ſince the Butler was re- 
ſtor'd; and Foſeph as it were all this while buried 
alive in the Grave of his Priſon, it ſeemed good 
to the Divine Majeſty to cauſe King Pharaoh to 
dream ſuch a Dream as none of the Magicians or 
wiſe Men of Egypt cou'd interpret; which gave 
the King no ſmall diſturbance; for as his Dream 
was doubled, ſo the King thought there was ſome- 
thing more than ordinary in it, which made him 
the more deſirous to have it interpreted; which 
he could find none throughout his whole Kingdom 
that could do, tho? he had told it to the Magi- 
ciam and wile Men over and over, but all to no 
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purpoſe. The Kings Perplexity, that he could | 
find none to Interpret his Dream, made not only 
himſelf, but the whole Court uneaſie, and ag 
every one was contriving how to ſatisfis the King; 
the Butler began to call to mind the long-forgot- 
ten Foſeph; and being perſwaded that he cou'd i ' 
as well Interpret the Kings Dream, as he had 
done his and the Bakers, was now reſolv'd to | 
make the King acquainted with what had paſſed | 
then. And thereupon going into the King, he t 
beſpake him as follows: 
I remember my Faults this Day: Pharoah was 
Wrath with his Servants, and put me in ward in the | 
Captain of the Guards Houſe, both me and the chief 
Baker : And we dreamed a Dream in one.Nipht, I 
and he, we dreamed each Man according to the Inter- 
pretation, of his Dream : And there was there with 
2 young Man, an Hebrew, Servant 10 the Captain 
7 the Guards: and we told him, aul be interpreted to 
us our Dreams, to each Man according to hig Dream 
be did interpret 7 and it came 10 paſs as he interpre- 
ted to us, ſo it was; me he reſtored to mine Office, 
and him he hanged. 5 
This Relation of the Butlers was ſo acceptable 
to the King, that he gave immediate Order that 
Foſepb ſhould be brought to him ; yea, ſo urgent 
he was, that the ſacred Text tells us, they ſent 
and called Foſeph, and brought hins haſtily out of the 
Dungeon; and yet as haſty as they were, oſepb 
ſhaved himſelf, and changed his Raiment, before 
he. went in unto Pharaoh. 2 
Being brought into the Kings Preſence, the 
King told him he had dreamed a Dream, and 
that none cou'd interpret it; but 7 have heard 
- 6 thee, ſaid he, that thou canſt underſtand a Dream 
1% interpret it. To which Foſeph, with a holy and 
becoming Modeſty replies, It is not in me; God 
ſhall give Pharoab an Anſwer of Peace; thereby en- 
couraging the King to look higher than himſelf, 
who cou'd do nothing therein without the Divine 


Aſſiſtance. | 
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Aſſiſtance. And thereupon the King forthwith 
told him his Dream, as it is ſet down at large 


in Gen. xli, from verſ. 17. to 25. 


Pharoah having told Foſeph his Dream, Foſeph 


made this Reply: The Dream of Pharoab is one, 


God hath ſhewed Pharoab what he is about to do- 


Behold there comes ſeven years of great Plenty 
throughout all the Land of Egypt; and there ſhall 
ariſe after them ſeven years of Famine z and all 


the Plenty ſhall be forgotten in the Land o Egypt, 


and the Famine ſhall conſume the Land; ſo that 
the Plenty ſhall not be known in the Land, by 
reaſon of the Famine following, for it ſhall be 


very grievous: And for that the Dream was dou- 


bled unto Pharoah twice, it is becauſe the thing is 
eſtabliſhed by God, and God will ſhortly bring it 
to paſs : Now therefore let Phareab look out a 
Man diſcreet and wiſe, and ſet him over the 
Land of Egypt ; let Pharoab do this, and let 
him appoiat Officers over the Land and take up 
the fifth Part of the Land of Ze ypt.z in the ſeven 
plenteous years, and let them gather all the Food 
of thoſe good years that come, and lay up Corn 


under the hand of Yharo , and let them keep Food 
in the Cities; and the Hod ſhall be for ſtore to 


the Land, againft the icyen years of Famine which 
ſhall be in the Land of Egypt, that the Land pe- 
riſh not thro? Famine. - > 

The Interpretation that Foſeph gave of the 


King's Dream, ſeem'd ſo natural, and the Advice 
he added to it, was ſo rational, that it made its 


own way, both-in the Heart of Pbareah and his 
Councellors z who having debated the matter 
among themſelyes, Pharoab came to this reſult, 


Can we find ſuch a one as this is, 4 Man in whom the 
Spirit of God is? And the Councellors all acqui- 
eſcing in the Sentiments of their Prince, he King

beſpake Foſeph in this manner. 
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Foraſmuch as God bath ſhewed 'thee all this, there 
is none ſo diſcreet and wiſe as thou art: Thou ſhalt

greater than thou. See, ſaid the King I bave ſet. 
thee over all the Land of Eg ypt : And in token there- 
of, he took his Ring from off his Wand, and put it 
on the Hand of Foſeph. And tho* Foſeph had put 
on Change of Raiment when he came into the 
Kings Preſence, that he might not appear deſpi- 

cable, yet that would not now ſerve his turn, for 

Pharaob array'd him in Veſtares of fine Linnen 
(according to the cuſtom of the Noblemen of 
Egypt) and put a Gold Chain about his Neck; and 
made him ride in the ſecond Chariot which he 
had, the People crying before him, Abrech, Bow 
the Knee, or, Tender Father, \ : 
Thus was Foſeph, by the skill which God had 
given him in the Interpretation of Dreams, in 
one Day from a Priſoner, exalted to the Honour 
ofa Prince, and made Vice-roy of the whole 
Kingdom of Egypt; which was an immenſe Benefit 
both to the Kingdom and Crown of Egypt: The 
for mer being freed from Peſtruction by the time- 
iy Proviſion that Foſeph made for them; and the 
latter being by his Prudence and Policy pofſeſs'd 
of the greateſt part of the Free-bold of Egypt; ſo 
that Pharozh was fo far from loſing, that he was 
an unſpeakable Gainer by the Advancement of 
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Having thus briefly run over the Hiſtory of 
our Illuſtrious Dreamer's Advancement, from a

that was not theirs, and that they thowd be affli- 
cted there four hundred years; Foſeph's Advance- 
ment in Egypt, and the Power he had there, being 
the great Motive of Facob's 2 thicher. 
Remarkable is the Story of Gideon, who being 
egngag'd in a War with the Midanites and Amale. 
Kites, it pleaſed God to ſend Gideon down to the 
Enemies hoſt, that his hands might be ſtrength- 
ned by hearing a Dream, told by one of the E- 
nemies Army to his Fellow-Souldier-; The mat- 
ter was thus: Gideon being raifed up to be a De- 
Hverer of the Iſraelites from theSlavery they were 
under to the Midianites and Amalekites, a great .

but Almighty God, who is the Lord of Hoſts, ha-

Power more illuftriouſly appear, told Gideun that 
the Army he had aſſembled together was too ma- 
ny for him to delivier the Midianites into their

MM E foregoing Section in the Inftance of 
Daniel and the high Honour that was done 
kim by King Nebuchadnezzar and his Son Belſaz- 
zar, do. ſufficiently witneſs the great Eſteem 
thoſe Princes had of an Interpreter of Dreams: 
who indeed was in ſome fort a Miniſter of State; 
and an Eaſtern King cou'd no more be without 


one of that Profeſſion in his Court, than a Euro- 


pean Prince without his Chaplain, or Confeſſor. 


Nay, Homer the Father of the Bards had a great, 
veneration for Dreams: Ota Aeg. He makes 
*em all ure Divino. Had he liv'd in Archbiſhop 


Taud's dime, he could not have ſaid more for 


Monarchy nor Epiſcopacy. But there is an Ob- 
jection brought againſt the Validity of Dreams 


in che times of the Goſpel; which is, 
Scriptures that there have been frequent Apparitions 


That ali there are divers inſtances in the Sacred. 
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That the holy Prophets have fore, told there ſhou'd 
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and Communications of good Spirits and Angels in 
Dreams ani Viftons, to Pious and Holy Men, in times 
paſt, inſtruct ing and ad moniſbing them, and revealing 
Divine Myſteries unto them: Tet now they are wholly 
ceaſed, and no ſuch Spiritual Aſſiſt ance or Converſe, 
it to be expected. . | 

To which I anſwer, That as this ObjeRion is 
not founded on, but is contrary to the hely Scrip- - 
tures, which has promiſed that in the laſt Days 
(theſe Days of the Goſpel in which we live) our 
young Men ſhall ſee Viſions, and. our.old Men 
ſhall dream Dreams, ſo alfo very late and recent 
Experience has confuted it. . I grant that we are 
not to believe or give credit to even an Angel 
from Heaven, that ſhou'd preach contrary to, or 
derogate from, the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, or go 
about to weaken our Faith and Hope in God, by 
giving heed to them, for thereby it wou'd plain- - 
ly appear he was an evil Angel; becauſe God in 
all his Manifeftations is never contrary unto him - 
ſelf, but yet this hinders not but good Spirits may 
afford us good Offices, and gives us notice of im- 
pending Dangers, and defend us from the Aﬀaules 
and Intruſions of evil Demons, and may alſo be 
the Miniſters of- God, for the revealing of his 


Secrets unto thoſe that fear him. For God, 


bleſſed for ever, is ftill the fame he ever was, and 
as near unto Mankind now, as in the firſt Ages 
of the World: And therefore whatever was by 


Divine Appointment or Permiſſion of this nature 


common to the Prophets or holy Men in former 
Ages, it is reafonable to believe ſnon'd not only 
be continued, but alſo increaſed in theſe Goſpel 


Days; ſinee the Divine Manifsftation of the Son 
of God in the Fleſh for the finiſhing of the great 


Work of our Ralempfion, was fo illufrjoufly- 


 wiher'd into the World by the triumphant Accla- 
' mations ofa holy Choire ot Angels.

'the Soul is never idle, hut wben it thinketh not of Good, 
it is thinking of Evil: And the Godly may mark that 
after they baue bad many Dreams of things unlawful, 
2beir Hearts are in a meaſure wounded, till they ob. 
. Pain Peace and Pardon from God. What uſe are we 
20 make thereof? To pray earneſtly that God would 
Santtifie our corrupt Heart, that it may be a Fountain 
ef Holy, and not Sinful Thoughts ;-:and-inthe Nights 
commit our ſelves eſpecially io God, that becauſe we, 
baving our Senſes and Fudg ment bound and ſilent, 
are leſs able to reſiſt and judge our Sinful Thoughts,, 
Sad would preſerve us from them by his Grace ; and 
3 ſecondly, that we may auoid all Occaſions thereof in 
the Day. Thus far that Judicious and Reverend. 
Author. From whence we may fairly infer, That 
"if we give upourſelvesto Violence, Oppreſſion, 
Intemperance and Uncleanneſs, and let thoſe V ices 
Feign in our Hearts and Souls, there is no doubt 
but all true Dreams and Illuminations will. ceaſe

Daughter to Cambyſes, an obſcure Perſon, and a 
Foreigner; and when his Daughter drew near 
her time, he ſent for her to himſelf, with a deſign 
to deftroy what ſhould be born of her, and the 
Infant was delifered to Harpagus, (a Man of 
known Fidelity, and with whom he had com- 
municated his greateſt Secrets) in order to be 
flain. But he fearing that upon the Death of 
Aſtyages, his Daughter wou'd ſucceed in the Em- 
pire, the King having. no male Iſſue, and that then 
he might pay dear for his obedience, did not him 
ſelf kill the Royal Babe, but deliver'd it to the 
Kings chief Herdſman, to be expoſed to the 
wide World; But it falling out that the Wife 
of the Herdſman being newly brought to Bed, and 
having heard this matter ſrom her Husband, 
earneſtiy intreated him to bring Ber the Child. 
that ſhe might ſee him; he being overcome with 
_ Her Intreaties, goes to the Wood, where he | 
had left the Child, and finds there a Bitch, that 
ad kept the Birds and Beaſts off from the Babe, 
And ſuckled it her ſelf.

 Sriel to the Virgin Mary, to acquaint her wich 
the joyful Tidings of her being over-ſhadowed 

with the HolyGhoft,and bringing forth a Saviour; 
and the ſame Angel had alſo been before with 
* Zacharias, and foretold the Birth and Office of 
Fobn the Baptiſt, Luke i. 18, 26. And the Pool 
ef Betheſdz had its Sanative Vertue communica- 
ted to it by the Miniftry of an Angel; for ſo the 
Evangeliſt tells us, Fohn v. 4.

3. Ruffinus, in his Eccleſiaſtical Story, reports 


That one Theodorus a Martyr; told him, that 
when he was hanging ten hours upon the Racks 
for Religion, under Julians Perſecution, his 
Joynts diſtended and diſtorted, and his Body ex- 
quifitely tortured with change of CY 
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ſo as never Age could remember the like; he felt 
no Pain at all, but continued all the while, in the 
fight of all Men, finging and ſmiling; for there 
food a comely young Man by him on his Gibbet, 
which with a clean Towel ſtill wip'd off his Sweat, 
and pour'd cool Water upon his Limbs, where. 
with he was fo refreſhed, that it griev'd him 
to be let down. So far Dr. Foſeph Hall. But 
Socratis Scholaſticus adds, that Ruſſinus had acquain- 
tance With-this Theodorus, and diſcourfed him 
upon't ; to whom he ſaid, that he was ſo comfor.

lectable Pleaſure than a doleful Pain, Scocrat. Schol.

I. Bodinus, who had it from tile Mouth of tle , 
Man whom it eoncerned, a holy and pious Man, 
and an Acquaintance of Bodinus's, tells us, That 
he had a certain Spirit that did perpetually ac- 
company him; which he was then firſt aware of, 
when he was abeut Thirty Seven years of Age; 
but conceived that the ſaid Spirit had been with 
him all his Life-time.z as he gathered from cer- 
tain Monitory Dreams and Viſions, whereby he 
was fore-warned as well of ' ſeverat Dangers as 
Vices. That this Spirit diſcovered himſelf to 
him, after he had for à whole year together ear- 
neftly prayed te God to ſend a good Angel to him, 
to be Guide and” Governour of his Life and 
Actions; adding alſo, That before and after Pray-- 
er, he uſed to ſpend two or three hours in medi- 
tation and reading the Scriptutes,. diligently en- 
quiring with himſelf what Religion might be the 
beſt; befeeching God that he would direct him, 
to it. And that he did not allow of their way, thar 
at all Adventures pray tor their Confirmation in | 
that Opinion they are in, whether it be right or 
wrong: That whilft he was thus buſie in matters 
of Religion, he lit on a Paſſage in Phlio-Fudeus 
de Sacrificis, where he writes, That a good Hen 
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holy Man can offer ne greater nor more accepta- 
ble Sacrifice to God, than the Oblation of him- 


ſelf; ad therefore, following Philo's Counſel, 


that offered his Soul to God; And that 
after Et amongft many other Divine Dreams 
and Viſions, he once in his Sleep ſeemed to 
hear the Voice of God ſaying to him, I will 
fave thy Soul: I am he that appeared unto 
thee: Afterwards the Spirit would knock at Door 


about Three or Four a Clock in the Morning; 


tho? he riſing, and opening the Door, could ſee no 
Body: This Trouble and Boyſterouſneſs made 
him begin to conceit that it was ſome ill Spirit 


that thus haunted him; and therefore he daily 


prayed ear neſtly to the Lord, that he would be 


pleaſed to ſend his good Angel to him; and often 


alſo Sung Palms, having moſt of them by Heart. 


Wherefore the Spirit knocked more gently at the 


Door, and one Day diſcovered himſelf to him 
waking, which was the firſt time that he was 
aſſured by his Senſes that it was he: For he often 


touched and ftirred a Drinking Glaſs that ſtood 


in his Chamber, which did not a little amaze him. 
Two Days after,when he entertained a Friend of 
his,Secretary to the King ; his Friend was much 
abaſhed, while he heard the Spirit thumping on 
the Bench hard by him, and. was ftricken with 
fear ; but he bid him be of good Courage, there 


was no hurt towards him; and the better to 


aſſure him of it, told the truth of the whole mat- 
ter. From that time, faith Bedinus, he did affium: 


that this Spirit was always with him, and by ſome 


ſenſible Sign did ever Advertiſe him of things 
as by ftriking his Right Ear, if he did any thing 
amiſs 3 if otherwiſe,his Left. If any Body came 


to circumvent him, his Right Ear was ftrook ; 
but if a good Man, and to good end accofted him, 
his Left, If he was about fo Eat or Drink any 

thing, that wou'd hurt him, or intended to do 
any ill Act ion, he was inhibited by a Sign; * 
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if he delayed to follow his Buſineſs, he was quick. 
-ened by a Sign given him. When he began to 
_ - praiſe God in Palms, and to declare his marvel. 
lous Acts, he was preſently raiſed and Wort 
ned by a Supernatural Power. He daily 
of God that he would teach him his Will; and ſet 
one Day of the Week apart for Meditation, and 
Reading the Scripture and ſinging of Pſalms, and 
did not ftir out of his Houle all that Day: But 
in his Ordinary Converſation, he was ſufficiently 
merry, and of a chearful Mind,for which he cited 
that ſaying, Vidi facies ſanctorum letas. But in his 
converſing with others, if he had at any time 
talked vainly and indiſcreetly, or had ſome Days 
together neglected his Devotions, he was forth- 
with admoniſhed thereof by a Dream.

Have been large in the Inftances of the Ser- 
vices done us by the Communications of good 
Angels ;and have therein prov'd both from Scrip- 
ture and other Authorities not only that every one 
has a particular Angel or Genii attending bim; 
but that there are ſome whoſe Buſineſs it is to 
pPreſide over Kingdoms and Countries. And now 
one wou'd almoſt think that it were needleſs to 
gay any thing of the Appearance of evil Angek; 
when we all feel the woful effects of the Devils 
appearing to, and tempting dur Grandmother 
Eve, even while in Paradiſe: And who has get 
heard of the Afflictions of Fob, and that 1 4 
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was the chief Agent therein, having a Permiſſion 
from the Almighty foto do: And tho? Fob, thro' 
the Aſſiſtance of Divine Grace, triumph'd over. 
the Devil, and prov'd him a Liar; yet the ma- 
licious ſpiteful Friend handled poor Fob ſo ſorely; 
that he made him curſe the Day of his Birth. 
And the Royal Pſalmift tells us thatevil Angels 
were ſent amongſt the Egyptians to puniſh them 
for their Oppreſſions of God's Iſrael. And in 
the New Teſtament how many of thefe Devils, 
or rather Legions of them, were diſpoſſed by our 
bleſſed Saviour, and made to leave thoſe poor 
Creatures whom they ſo ſadly tormented, And + 
that the Devil and his Angels have ftillthe ame 
malice to the Children of Men, the following 
Inftances (which ſhall not be many) will abundant- 
ly manifeſt.

Whereupon the Spirit diſappeared, but accord- 
ng to his Promife appeared again in the Fields 
of Philippy to Brutus, the Night before the laſt 
Fight.

2. Caſſius in the very ſame Battel, in the Field 
of Philippi, is re ported by Hiſtorians to have ſeen 
one in the Shape of Fulius Cæſar, of a more than

; Gallop, to ſtrike him; which ftruck ſuch a fear 
into him, that he turned back upon his Enemies, 
and ſoon after killed himſelf, Camerar.

He firft delivered his Opinion thus: It is no 
1 Wonder that Men ſeek the Inter pretation of 
Dreams; for having at all times bent their minds 

to fore: ſee the things that are Future, (as the defire 

of becdming like God, by the Faculty of Divining, 
Hhuaath been tranſmitted frem the firſt Man to all his 
Poſterity) it ſeems the Images of things preſented 
to them in the Night, are unprofitable to any other 
end beſides this. And truly ſince the higheſt 
Pitch: of every Faculty conſiſts in Divination, 
and the holy Scripture hath nothing ſo wonderful 

as its Prophecies; Phyſick, nothing fo admirable 

as the Prognoſtication of Diſeafes ; Civil Lau, 
than the Reſolution of the good or bad Succels 
i e : b 0 
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ofan Affair; yea, ſince the inextinguiſhable thirſt 


iter the Future, hath induced all the Ethnick An- 


tiquity, to feed Fowls for Augury, to immolate 
Gacrifices for preſaging their good or badFortunesg 
there is ſpme ground to pardon them and all others, 
who ſeek ſome glimmerings of the Future in 
Dreams. I conceive the moſt incredulous read- 
ing in the Scripture that ſeven lean Kine devour- 
ing ſo many fat ones,preſag'd ſeyen years Famine 
which conſum'd all-the Store of ſeven other ferts!e 
years 3 and moreover the Truth confirm'd by 
the event of the Dreams of ſo many others, can» 
not but have in them ſome reverence. But on 
the other ſide, when every. one confiders how 
many Fancies come into our Heads in Sleep, 
both ſick and well, the Truth whereof is ſo 
rare, that it may be compar'd to that of Alma- 
nacks, which ſetting down all ſorts of Weather 
ſometimes happen. right upon one; or to thoſe = 
bad Archers, who ſhooting all day long, glory if 
they once hit the Mark; he preſently concludes 
that Credit is not lightly to be given to them. 
Wherefore I think after explication how Dreams 
are cauſed; it will be fit to. examine whether 
there be any Connexion or Affinity between the 
things which we Dream, and thoſe which come 
to paſs, as there was between the Kgypea n 
icks and the things ſignified by 
them: And as there is at this Day in the Characters -- 
of China, and in the Signatures obſery'd by ſume 
Phyſicians between ſome Plants, and the Parts or 
Diſeales to which they are proper. For it is 
not without ſome hidden reafon that experience 
hath caus'd ſo many Perſons to take notice that 
8% (for example) Death and Marriage: make 2

The ſecond deliver'd himielf thus: That 
Dreams are cauſed by the Vapours from the 
Stomach to the Brain, by whoſe coldneſs they 
are Condens'd; and then falling like a gentle Dew 
upon the Nerves, and ſtopping the. Paſſages by 
which the Animal Spirits iſſue to the out- ward 
Senſes, the Species of Objects which we receiv'd 
awake, and were then confus'd and agitated by 
Heat, ſettle by little and little, and become as 
clearly diſcern'd as when we were awake. Or 
elſe our Imagination, which (as Ariſtotle ſaith, 
is like a Painter, who makes a mixture of divers 
Colours) joyning ſeveral of thoſe Species toge- 
ther, forms Chimeras, and other ftrange Images, 
which have no Antitype in Nature. juſt as a 
Child, drawing accidentally ſeveral Letters out 
of àa heap mingled together, joyns them, and forms 
words of them, which have no Senſe. And as 
dirty or ftirred Water, doth not repreſent any 
Image, or very badly; ſo the Imagination being 
embroil'd and agitated, by the groſs Fumes of 
the Meat, which ariſe after the firſt Sleep, re- 
Prefents ill, or none at all, the Images of things 
which it hath in it ſelf, Hence it is that Drunkafts 
and Children Dream little or not at all; and that 
the Dreams of the firſt part of the Night are 
Turbulent, and thoſe of the Morning moreTran- 
quil and quiet; to which alone therefore Credit 
is to be given. So the Interpreters of Dreams
